T here was a f e d e ra l c o u r t
case on it. Judge Urbom enjoined the law in 1983, I b e l i ev e .
Subsequent to that time,and I passed around the decision that
J udge. Urbom rendered i n 1 9 8 3 . But you c an r ead t ha t a nd I
passed that out because some of the concerns Judge Urbom raised
in his decision are some of the concerns that I plan to raise on
Select File with some additional amendments. Essentially what
happened, of course, as you all know is the Eighth Circuit, in
the Minnesota case, found the parental notification l aw t o b e
constitutional. And if you read 28-347 I think you will. . .could
I get a gavel, Mr. President.

that Senator Lindsay has a motion to repeal this, I believe, or
an amendment to repeal this statute. But I t h i n k i f y ou read
it, you' ll find it's a pr etty tight law, in fact it's less
restrictive in many areas. And, i n my op i n i o n, i t , q u i t e
frankly, is a better piece of legislation than what we are doing
in 769. I'm sure Senator Lindsay will maybe talk to the issue
of why we didn't just take that law and put a mendments on it ,
r athe r t h an bring in a whole new statute, because I think it
would have been a lot cleaner, a lo t e as i e r , and w e'd p r o b a b l y
be past this issue by now. So I'm bringing this to the body's
attention, and also for a couple of reasons. One, so t hat y ou
can familiarize yourself with it so when Senator Lindsay brings
his amendment up you can. . .w e c an deal with i t . But
secondarily, if you look in paragraph one, you' ll note that the
law requires only the notification of one parent and no t t wo .
My amendment, a copy of which has been passed around to you, is
that, in fact, is that amendment, consistent with current l aw.
Now this is current law. This is law which is enforceable.
This is enforceable law, the County Attorney of Lancaster County
could enforce this statute today. The fact that it was enjoined
